“Everybodqy tells us to put all 
these programs back, No one tells 
Us what to cut,”-he says of the 
countless ” speakers that have 
trooped before the board in recent 
weeks.

CULTURES 

One of Tom's main concerns is 
teacher education， which he 
considers especially important 
because of the Variety of cultures 
represented in the city's schools， 

There is a kind of institutional 


racism perpetuated by schools of 


education， he Said， because 
“teachers are lot tatght how to 
deal with different kihds of child- 
ren, especially inner city，minor- 
ity and disadvantaged children.” 

“了 Even your best teacher who 
think they are being very open 
and liberal with minority students 
can be unconsciously patronizing

A teacher may be kind to a

student who is a recent immigrant 
from Vietnam，for instance，But 
unless that teacher understands 
the students _ customs，frustration 
and qisappointment may follow 
for both, he said. 


DISRESPECT 
Astudent from an Asian culture 
may ,have been taught that 


looking an adult directly in theeye 
is a sign of qisrespect，he said. Yet 
when that same child comes to the 
United States, he may be regarded 
as dishonest because he camnrot 
look his teacher directly ip the eye 
when being Spoken to, said Tom , 

Tom is afraid that in some cases 
this lack of eultural understanding 
will cause the teacher to become 
demoralized，The teacher's frus- 
tration may affect the student， 
who then may dqrop out of school. 

The'district ,does try to priovide 
in-serVice training for teachers so 
they can become familiar with tis 
type<=of problem. “But the .ones 
who attend are the ones who 
probably dont need the program 
anyway,” said Tom . 

In spite of problems faced by 
Tom is somewhat 
optimistic that the San Francisco 
School system will survive， 

His optimism may be one of the 
reasons that Tom， the first 
Chinese American to be elected to 
the boardqd，has decideq to seek 
another four-year _ term ,this 
November. 

“The majority of teachers and 
administrators in the district are 
doing a good job. Basically，we've 
done a good job with what funds 
we :can get, ”he said，But he 
warned that

Members of the SFE School Board serve long hours - 


and often are on the receiving end of abuse from 
angry parents and other citizens. What makes the job 
even more difficult ls that the protesting parents are 
only appealing for better programs and facilities for 
their children 一 certainly worthwhile goals.
